Warfield writing for The Breeders’ Gazette at Chicago, said of her: ‘‘She was one of the 
most perfect cows ever in America. * * * Her ribs sprang out with a noble arch that gave room for 
sound lungs and heart, and seemed to give room without to set a dining table on.’’ Her back and flank 
excited the admiration of all who saw her. She was a roan cow, out of the dam of Mr. Cruickshank’s 
Matadore (11800), and was imported by the Northern Kentucky company in 1853, subsequently passing in- 
to the possession of Mr. R. A. Alexander of Woodburn Farm, in whose hands she gave rise to one of the 
most noted tribes of Short Horns. Some of the most famous of our show and breeding bulls have des- 
cended from her, among others the great Muscatoon, Mr. Hamton’s Geneva Lad, and Judge Jones’ Ma- 
zurka Duke of Airdrie. Cows of the family have sold for good prices, Mazurka 36th making $4,005.
